ADVICE TO PENSION BOARD 


This Winter 


Senator John Lewis proffers some 
badly needed advice to the pensions 
board in regard to soldiers suffering 
disability and who have, not been 
getting their dues due to a false no¬ 
tion on the part of-those composing 
the board that it is their duty to pro¬ 
tect the taxpayer', ljy keeping down 
federal expenditures. No such duty 
is or ought to be cast upon them. It 
is their duty simply to say what is 
justly due to the soldier. It is for 
parliament to find the money and this 
in my opinion, will be a very easy 
task. It is not for the pensions board 
to consider how much the country can 
afford, any more than it is the duty 
of a jury in a civil action to consider 
how much the defendant can afford 
to pay. The jury simply decides how 
much the plaintiff is entitled tp. The 
pensions board should act upon the 
same principle. They should be giv¬ 
en to understand plainly that we do 
not want them to save our money, 
ad they will get no credit for doing 
so. If the law is not plain enough, 
make it plain 1 that pensions will be 
awarded for disability whether caus'- 
ed wholly by war service or existing 
at the time of enlistment. Then the 
pension board should be instructed to 
loosen up. ,

Pessimism as to the economic, in¬ 
dustrial and commercial condition of 
Canada was given a body blow by 
Sir Charles Gordon, -president .bPthe 
Bank of Montreal at the annual meet¬ 
ing of that financial institution. In 
i reviewing the commercial situation in 
Canada, he said, “it should be kept in 
mind that there have been five years 
of almost uninterrupted expansion. 
In that brief period Canada has ach¬ 
ieved a degree of development quite 
unprecedented. Not in one or two 
directions, but practically in all, re¬ 
markable material progress has oc¬ 
curred—in agriculture, in many lines 
of manufacturing, in mining, fores¬ 
try, trading, water power production 
and building construction. 

Further Sir Charles said, “may I 
say there never was a time in the his¬ 
tory of Canada when business as a 
whole has been at a higher peak 
than during the year under review, 
or when the developed sources of our 
wealth were more wide and varied 
than they are today, and never a time 
when the earning power of our peo¬ 
ple was sustained in so many chan¬ 
nels of production. We must not al¬ 
low a possible temporary reaction, 
the result of a collapse of a purely 
speculative orgy in the stock markets 
unduly to distort our views. Funda¬ 
mental conditions are sound, and 
there is no reason for apprehension 
as to the ultimate future of Canada.” 


Scientists believe that sunspots 
have 'connection with weather ex-, 
tremes. Every eleven years sunspots 
recur and the past has shown that at 
these times there is extremity of 
weather, ^ The last sunspot period 
Was in 1918 when one of the worst 
droughts of our history was exper-, 
ienced. Somewhat similar conditions 
prevailed for two or three years. 

A year ago, scientists were warn¬ 
ing us that 1929 would usher in a 
drought period of two or three years. 
Taking it over the continent, last sum 
mer was very dry. It was the same 
in British Isles. With the- sunspot 
period upon us, it is possible that we 
are confronting a year or two of ex¬ 
tremes and of drought the weather- 
tremes and of drought.

Although the actual Aransfer'of re¬ 
sources may not take place till next 
summer, already the far-reaching in¬ 


fluences are being anticipated. Hun¬ 


dreds of government employees will 
be affected. Edmonton will be of in¬ 
finitely greater importance as much 
business which formerly was trans¬ 
acted at Ottawa wiirte done at the 
1 Provincial Capital. 

A heavy responsibility is placed 
upon the shoulders of the present 
provincial administration, in develop¬ 
ing and safeguarding resources, 
i It is believed by many that Alberta 
is the wealthiest province of the Do- 
\ minion. But this wealth is, to a 
great extent latent. Minerals, coal, 
gas, oil,' tar sands, timber,! waterpow¬ 
er and even vast agricultural lands, 
have as yet been scarcely touched. 
All are waiting wise development. 

And it will require most careful ad 
ministration at the outset, in order 
that the people as a whole may,bene¬ 
fit. It. will not be he work *>f a day. 
We will be scsuxely_able to note re¬ 
sult for a few years. It will be de¬ 
cades possibly before the complete 
reward of the foundation program is 
reaped. 

The hearts of government will need 
all their wisdom in the coming years. 

The Natural Resources question in 
so far as it affects Albert^ is settled. 
On December 14, representatives of 
Federal and Provincial governments 
signed the agreement restoring to the 
province complete control of its Nat¬ 
ural Resources. 

In lieu of thos e resources which 
have been alienated by grant and Iper 
mit since the Province was establish¬ 
ed, the Federal government will con¬ 
tinue in perpetuity, the subsidy to be 
on- a sliding scale from the present 
one of $560,000 annually to rise to 
the maximum of >11126,000 as popu¬ 
lation increases; and having reached 
that maximum to remain thpre. 

All natural resources, lands, min¬ 
erals, mines, fisheries, forests and 
waterpower are now under the aditiin 
istration of the Province. . 

Xhg .transfer of school lands and 
school funds to the Province gives 
the trusteeship for the funds into the 
hands of the Province. 

•Any cash payment to which the 
Province may be entitled, in the mat¬ 
ter of resources alienated or of parks 
reservation shall be determined by an 
investigating commission of Justice 
Turgegn, Saskatchewan, C. Bowman, 
Ontario and Mayor Osborne, Calgary.
